The air bag safely system 
seems to be raipidly becom¬ 
ing a viable alternative for 
the harness and seat belt 
•■iafety equipment now re- 
cttiiiied by law in all new 
cars. 

The air bag is still high¬ 
ly controversial and still in 
the experimental stage 
However, experts say they 
may be offered as optional 
equipment on some cars in 
the near future. 

System critics question the 


reilabiiity of triggering de¬ 
vices. The fear is that bags 
may be activated accidently 
virtually crippling the driv¬ 
er’s ability to control his 
vehicle. 

But in actual road tests by 
average drivers, the bags arc 
meeting test standards set 
lup by auto engineers, accor¬ 
ding to U.S. News and' World 
Report magazine. 

The air bagsystem is made 
of .fabric balloons mounted 
under the dashboard and in 


the steering-wheel hub. In 
front-end impacts an infla¬ 
tion device Is activated, fill¬ 
ing the bag which covers the 
face and chest of front seat 
occupants. Tests show the 
bags to significantly reduce 
injuries in front-end colli¬ 
sion by keeping the occu¬ 
pants from slamming for¬ 
ward into the windshield or 
dashboard.

In 
mom than 30 million miles 
of driving they have been 
involved in 250 accidents. Of 
those 12 were serious enough 
to trigger the bag’s inflation 
mechanism. 

According to car maniufac- 
turers investigations of the 
crashes, the bags worked 
properly each time. Bag.s are 
inflated when a collision is 
of the same magnitude ex¬ 
perienced in striking a solid 
wall at 12 tnilcs per hour. 

Test subjects experiencing 
crashes where bags were ac¬ 
tivated claim It happens so 
fast it is difficult to know 
just what occurs until it is 
all over. One man reported 
.seeing the bag linip in his 
lap after it hadinflated, cus¬ 
hioned the impact and de¬ 
flated without him being 
conscious of its activation. 

-An employee of an air bag 
manufacturing firm and a 
te.st subject reported a crash 
in which the bag saved him 
from serious inj.ury. His ve¬ 
hicle collided with a parked 
police car whose radar set 
the speed at 68 miles per 
hour. Both cars were des¬ 
troyed and the officer was 
.seriou.sly injured. The driver 
Iiad only minor injiuries. 

Some critics question the 
bag system’s ability lo pro¬ 
tect young childern: In one 
recorded case an infant in a 
bag equipped car was killed. 
How'ever, authorities claim 
the child slipped to the floor 
before the impact and was 
unprotected by the big which 
did inflate. 

There are recorded cases 
where hags have been acti¬ 
vated for no apparent rea- 
.son and have caused some 
minor injuries. This remains 
the main obstacle to move.s 
lequiring air bags as sand- 
ard equipment on new cars. 

The bags are designed to 
protect front seat occupants 
in front-end and head-on 
coliisioais. Most ex,pcrts agice 
that they are not sufficent 
to protect passengers in 
other types of accidents. In 
.side impacts or roll over ac¬ 
cidents air bags will not 
keep people in their seats. 

When air bags are offered 
as options in new cars, 
which is expected' in the 
near future, most auto man¬ 
ufacturers .say they will co.st 
around $200.

Most agree that the clo- 
.sure really won’t affect the 
neighborhood station. But 
the freeway operation will 
bo hit hard. Those .stations 
that rely c,n weekend traffic 
will be severely out in reve¬ 
nue if the Sunday closure 
become mandatory, local op¬ 
erators say. 

Al Foxton, Chevron station 
owner has closed his station 
at 115 W. Sierra Madre Bivd. 
on Sanday like others lo 
.save gasoline for busier 
days. He is convinced that 
there is definitely a shortage 
that ha.s been predicted. 

“The trade ma.gaz i n e s 
have been talking abtrut the 
shortage for years. There is 
definitely a gas shortage,” 
claims Foxton. 

"I don’t see a real problem 
as far as busine.ss is con¬ 
cerned,” siiy.s Foxton, “but 
that can change anytime. 

They c<T.n pick up the phone 
and tell mo I’ve been cut 
another 20 per cent.” 

The mandatory closure tne Notice of b^fa’uit' 
will take its b'ggest toll on 
the motori.st with car 
trouble, owners claim. With 
stations clo.sed drivers .suf¬ 
fering any break - down 
might be stranded. 

Some que.stion the vaiid'ity 
of the shortage itself and 
all say the closure will have 
little effect in solving the 
problem if there really is

"If there is a real short¬ 
age this will help a little 
but if the problem is as .se¬ 
vere as they .■-.■ly, we will 
have to go to gas ration¬ 
ing,” Me.vers say.s.

Many station operators 
throughout Soiuthern Calitor- 
nia have expres.sed doubt 
about the .severity of a short¬ 
age but few .seem concerned 
about closing Sundays. 

“I don’t believe there is a 
real .siiortage. i\nytime Un¬ 
ion Oil spends .$,56-million 
on new ga.s tanks in the San 
Francisco area, they hav(> to 
have something to pi.it in 
tliom.” Abernethy says, “1972 
was the best fiscal year yet 
foi Union. Something’s 
wiong .somewhere. It can’t 
■be this dr.a.stlr this q.uick,” 
he continued. It’s a political 
game. They pu.shed for the 
Alaska pipeline and now for 
offshore drilling.” 

Whether real oi polticallv 
generated; whether .under¬ 
played or over-played, the ' 
cutbacks are here and for 
ttie most part local dealer’s 
aren’t too concerned. They’re 
real concern lays with main¬ 
taining allotments to stay in 
business. 

Most have said that their 
tiusine.ss will not bo affected 
and .some claim it as an ad 
vantage to save wages for 
Sunday employees and’ in 
sure adequate gasoline sup¬ 
plies for the remainder of 
the week 

For the motori.st it means 
simply filling up tanks on 
Saf'urday and carrying extra 
gas for longer trips, owners 
claim. For drivers broken 
down on freeways the effecT 
may be more drastic.
